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“Meats and Meat Production” a Real Book 


Such is the title of a brand new book by William Henry Tom- 
have, M. S., formerly head of the Department of Animal Husban- 
dry, Pennsylvania State College and Experiment Station, State 
College, Pennsylvania, and now Secretary of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association, Chicago. It is one of the series 
of farm manuals edited by Dr. Kary C. Davis, Professor of Agri- 
culture, the Knapp School of Country Life, Nashville, Tennessee, 
and issued by the well known firm of Lippincott & Company, Phil- 
adelphia. It is a book of 418 pages crowded with illustrations and 
tables, and it proves to be, as “meaty” in facts as its title might 
suggest. 

we his preface Mr. Tomhave refers to the need for such a text 
book (for it has primarily that purpose in view, though it is writ- 
ten that all may read) in view of the growing demand for accurate 
information on a subject that even The Breeder’s Gazette finds it 
necessary to deal strenu- 
ously and uncompromis- 
ingly with, and which has 
been the means of bring- 
ing into being a committee 
of state college and other 
officials for the purpose 
of studying the question, 
and especially to discover 
the secret of that “marb- 
ling” of beef which seems 
to be the peculiar preroga- 
tive of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed. So breeders as 
well as all who _ handle 
meat in the 1aw—on foot, 
on the hook, on the butch- 
eis’ counter and on my 
housewife’s kitchen table; 
and those who partake of 
meat of whatever kind—

table. Further we are told of the meat rings which bother outsid- 
ers, and of the shipping and curing of meat, the pickling, salting, 
smoking and canning of it—and tanning as well as about cold 
storage. 

Chapter II, Meat its Characteristics, will of course be one of 
the greatest value as it deals with structure, fat tissue, color and 
texture, flavor, rigor moxtis, tenderness and so on. Chapter III 
deals with the Composition and Food Value of Meats; Chapter IV 
deals with Diseases affecting Meat Quality and Value; Chapter V 
deals with the Care, Selection and Handling of Animals previous 
to slaughtering. Chapter XII Deals 
with Cutting Beef; Chapter XV, 
Cutting Veal; Chapter XVI, Car- 
eass Yields and Ratios; Chapter 
XVII, Market Classes and Grades 
of Meat, and so on; other chapters 
dealing with Carcass Judging, By- 
products, Curing Hides and Pelts, 
Shipping Refrigeration, Meat Dem- 
onstrations, Cooperative Meat 
Clubs and Meat Inspection. 

We may be permitted to quote 
the following: “Color and Texture. 
—The color of muscle and fatty tis- 
sue is the identification tag of the 
meat from various ani- 
mals. The red color of the 
muscle tissue is due to red 
pigment in the blood called 
haemoglobin. In beef, the 
muscular tissue should be 
a bright cherry red when 
first cut and exposed to 
the air. The tissue should 
be firm, but yield to the 
touch.

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Impressions Gained in Doddie Homeland 


(The Journal is perhaps taking undue advantage of Mr. H. O. 
Harrison when it presents this letter addressed to Manager Ken- 
neth McGregor, at Woodland, California, because of the fact that 
it was not written for publication. Nevertheless we are willing to 
accept the responsibility and present the letter in its entirety be- 
cause it unfolds the personal impressions of an ardent lover of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle when shown the good things in the home- 
land. Impressions gained in Scotland, nursed and developed en- 
route and reduced to words in the capital city of British East Af- 
rica, about midway between the coast of the Indian Ocean and that 
of the great lake Victoria Nyanza, coming via Woodland, Cali- 
fornia, and finally brought to the heart of America’s great corn 
belt there to be exposed to the Aberdeen-Angus breeders of the 
world surely carry a rather romantic setting. The Journal is also 
pleased to be able to accompany this letter with a splendid pasture 
scene from Old Scotland through the courtesy of Photographer 


Munn.) 
Niarobi, Kenya, Africa, July 19, 1925. 

My trip to Scotland was worth while in seeing wonderful scen- 
ery, beautiful estates, great stone barns and fine pastures. Their 
cattle would measure up to three hundred of our picked ones and 
each breeder only averaged about forty, with the exception of Bal- 
lindalloch which has about a hundred and eighty. 

One of course is impressed with their animals because they are 
so rich in pedigree and the lesson was more impressive as some old 
cow, still good, was pointed out and then her successive daughters 
were shown you, usually sired by the same bull to the end that they 
were as alike as peas in a pod in their uniformity of conformation 
and correct types. 

This sort of breeding is what we in America are undoubtedly 
struggling for but as yet it is attained by few, it seemed to me 
those Scots are more determined in keeping only the best breeding 
and types and this is illustrated, I think, by the fact that while in 
our herd we have, say three hundred that would average over theirs 
for type plus scale, yet in their small herd I saw not one scrub. It 
seemed to me as I carefully listened to the story of each old dam’s 
life that they were all like your pets, old Edella, Blackcap Bess, and 
so forth. You just know what the calf would turn out to be. So 
much for their great cows. 

Their bulls, while good, of course, were a disappointment to me. 
Possibly I had expected too much. I saw but two real good ones— 
namely Boxer of Ballindalloch whom I saw first at Aberlour, where 
Mr. Peabody got his great bull. He fills the eye splendidly, has 
great breed character and lives up to his looks as a sire, as was 
amply attested to by numerous progeny, all good. The other good 
one was Jorum of Ballindalloch and found at Ballindalloch, a mar- 
velous breeding plant, which in itself has played, I think an im- 
portant part in producing the great cattle that have gone out from 
there to make breed history. Viewing their advantageous habitat 
I couldn’t help reflecting on our own exceptional advantage in Cali- 
fornia. Here too I took note of what I think is a good thing, i. e., 
cows with nursing heifers are in separate pastures from those cows 
bringing up the more unruly little bull calves. To come back to 
Jorum; he is a great bull in every way and of course I saw him at 
his best as he was fitted for the championship at Highland which 
was to come off within three weeks. If he didn’t win, I would like 
to possess his conqueror. In type and scale too he more nearly ap- 
proached Revolution than any bull I have yet seen. I did not see

I do hope our board by this writing has chosen a permanent 
secretary and that he puts his soul and heart into it as does Mr 
James Barclay, secretary of the British Association, who was a 
most genial guide, showing me the conveniently located herds that 
all were inspected in one long but interesting day. We motored 
about the country and the scenery was magnificent, everything so 
green, with the splashes of yellow furnished by the scotch broom in 
full bloom as contrast that it all looked like a beautiful water color 
picture as it was done by the Master, our Creator. The black spots 
everywhere furnished by the sleek Doddies didn’t in any wise dim 
the beauty of the picture unfolded before our eyes. 

Mr. Barclay had advised them of our contemplated call and the 
approximate time of arrival and those good and obliging herdsmen 
had all their cattle huddled together at the convenient gates for 
our inspection so we lost little time anywhere. It was an impres- 
sive lesson in courtesy—“No trouble sir to show our goods.” 

Leaving Great Britain the next day to make our boat connec- 
tion for Africa caused genuine regret because to use Al Jolson’s 
words—“You aint seen nuthin yet” was what I felt appropriate. I 
want to go back there and spend a month visiting Great Britain 
and its herds of Aberdeen-Angus. Knowing ones say it takes days

‘to buy a good one of a Scotchman, they feel they are giving up one 


of the family when they part with one. I might add that they are 
apparently better posted on our cattle than we are about theirs. 
You will appreciate the following, I am sure: Hornell made up for 
me an album of pictures of our best, beginning with Revolution, 
included all our show cattle of the last two years and ending with 
a good one of Revort, nearly all by Cooke—which I would, or rather 
intended to show them until after Mr. Grant, herdsman at Ballin- 
dalloch looked them over carefully and intently and then handed 
me back the book and said: “Your photographers are wonderful, 
ours are no good.” 

We have enjoyed our trip immensely. We have taken a beau-

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The Cattle Situation: Staging a “Come-Back” 


est confession is good for the soul. The Journal has been 
to task from various sources because of its preachments pre- 
taken the “come-back” of the cattle industry, which to our mind 
— be making its presence felt in many quarters just now. A 
— deal of solace is found in the following article taken from 
; he Cattleman, the official publication for the industry in the great 
: ah A publication perhaps more closely identified with the 
oa e business and the growing of cattle in large numbers than 
ee other publication in the world. Therefore great credence is 
given this summing up of the present situation. The Cattleman has 
— } a aiticles from widely scattered sections and sources 
have recently been broadeast to the live stock work, each without 
exception expressing confidence in the future of the cattle industry 
and a piediction that the long-awaited “comeback” is near at hand. 
Dr. David Friday, former president of the Michigan Agricultural 
College, in an address before the American Association of Joint 
Stock Land Banks, said in part: 

“What is the ground for the belief that range cattle prices will 
be high this year and remain so for six yeats to come? The prin- 
cipal reason for the high price of range cattle is the high price of 
fat cattle. This is due primarily to the small supply of hogs in the 
country this year as compared with last year 
and two years ago. We had a vig ciop of 
43,000,000 this year in the Coin Belt as against 
47,500,000 last year and 57,000,000 two years 
ago. This means that 6,000,000 fewer hogs will 
be marketed than a year ago, for we will keep 
out more hogs for breeding; and 14,000,000 less 
than two years ago. The average hog dresses 
166 lbs., so we will have 1,060,000.000 Ibs. less 
poik available in the country than last year. 
And 2,200,000,000 Ibs. less than we had in 
1923. The average beef animal only dresses a 
little over 50 Ibs. It would require 2,000,000 
beef cattle therefore to make up the deficiency 
in polk as against last vear; and 4,500,000 head 
to bring our meat supply up to 19238. 

“The feeder is just a machine to turn corn 
into beef. When the price of beef is low and 
the price of coin is high, as was coin in 1924, 
the machine which conveits one into the other 
will be cheap. In 1924 the abundance of hogs 
and the searcitv of corn helped keep the price 
of beef low and the price of coin high. Low 
stocker and feeder prices were inevitable under 
these conditions. 

“But this vear the corn crop is 500,000,000 
bushels larger than last. And there are rela- 
tively few hogs to eat it. So we have less com- 
petition for the coin. This will keep the price 
of corn relatively low. Nor will beef be obliged 
to compete with cheap pork in the retail mark- 
ets. So the price of beef will be high. Natur- 
ally this will create keen competition for the 
feeder who turns cheap corn into high priced 
beef. Corn will probably be as law as 70 cents per bushel at the 
farm in November and December this year. The cheaper corn 
gets the more will thev bid for a feeder steer who can 
turn that 70-cent corn into $14.00 beef. So the man who has feeders 
to sell should not be in a hurry, and his banker should help him in 
this program. 

“One other special matter in the situation should be mentioned 
here. The future for beef is going to be good for animals of high 
quality and younger steers. This is the first time for five years in 
which the older and poorer stuff could be sold at a good price. The 
scarcity of pork makes that possible. Every wise grower will take 
advantage of this situation to rid his herd of all his old stuff and 
leave only young cattle and breeding stock of the best quality. 

“So there are six years of prospe1itv ahead for the cattle coun- 
try. I venture to predict that with improvement in quality and 
good management in marketing it will be the most prosperous six 
years the industry has ever enjoyed.

_ “The reason why cattle prices remain aigh when once they rise 
is that it takes about four to six years to increase the supply of 
cattle on the market when once that supply gets low. And the rea- 
son they remained low during the five years, 1920-1924, was that 
it took five years to decrease the supply materially. On January 
1, 1920. we had 43,400,000 cattle other than milk cows in the coun- 
try. That number was reduced to less than 40,000,000 on January 
1, 1925. But to do it the country had to slaughter an average of 
13,500,000 cattle each year and with 14,400,000 in 1924. We ought 
to finish that off in this year of high prices and scarce pork with a

slaughter of 14,000,C00 in the twelve months from September 1, 
1925, to September 1, 1926. The only way in which you can de- 
crease the supply of beef cattle in the country is to inerease the 
number slaughtered. But this keeps the price low while the reduc- 
tion of numbers is going on. 

“In the five yeais 1912 to 1916 we were doing exactly the op- 
posite thing. The country had slaughtered an average of 13,200,000 
cattle in the five yeais 1907 to 1911, inclusive. Then the slaughter 
dropped to less than 12,000,000 in 1912 to 11,000,000 in 1914, and to 
less than that in 1915. The average for the five years 1912 to 1916 
was 11,500,000. Between 1912 and 1925 the population of the coun- 
try has grown about 20,000,000 or more than one-fifth. Our slaught- 
er for the next five years should average about 13,000,000 cattle. 
If it does, it will keep the price of beef cattle at a high level.” 

A. B. Genung, Bureau of Agricultural Economies, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, in summing up the present agricultural 
situation, has the following to say on the cattle situation: .. 

“Of all the major agricultural lines in this country, the range 
cattle industry is most difficult to size up accurately. No two men 
agiee on either production or movement. 

“Summing up available statistics and the judgment of the best 
informed men, it appears that there has been something like a 20 

to 25 per cent reduction in cattle since the peak 
of numbers in 1919. Liquidation has been rath- 
er heavier in the Continental Divide States and 
eastward, and rather less to the westward. 

“The range is in excellent shape this fall, 
generally speaking. There are localities in the 
North where dry weather made the grass cure 
shoit and spots, as in southwestern Wyoming, 
where rain kept the grass green and delayed 
curing almost into the frost season. Then, of 
course, poitions of New Mexico and Arizona 
have been drouth stricken for some time. But, 
.on the whole, there is a better supply of feed in 
sight and stock is going into winter in even 
better condition than last year. 

“Maiket prices, in general, are around $2 
per hundredweight higher this fall than last. 
High quality, heavy steers show a still greater 
spread. The feeder and stocker demand is 
good. 

“Cattlemen are feeling better. Their banks 
and loan companies are feeling better. Op- 
timism is slowlv returning, and that is a tan- 
gible factor in this business where much money 
has to be borrowed. Outfits with sufficient re- 
sources are stocking up. Still, there are many 
men in financial difficulties, especially in the 
Southwest. Forced sales are still going on. In 
this industry with a cycle of production and 
plices some eight years long, it takes time for 
levival even after the corner has been definite- 
ly turned. 

“Cattlemen are giving serious thought to 
questions of efficiency in herd management. 
The fact that the average calf crop in the range country is only 
about 50 to 60 per cent is suggestive of the central problem. Over- 
stocking of the ranges, underfeeding of cows through the winter, se- 
lection, care, and number of bulls, regulation of the breeding age 
and season as well, weeding out sterile cows, such “working” of 
cows on range as to minimize calf losses between birth and wean- 
ing, all the many practices that enter into profitable management 
are up for very serious consideration. Opinion among many suc- 
cessful men is that the larger ranches are destined to be split up 
as time goes on but that the small ones are likely to grow larger. 
Apparently the cow country is groping through this transition per- 
iod, as other agricultural regions have done before, for some unit 
of size in ranch and herd and for some standards of management 
which shall be most efficient for the more conservative order of 
production. It is the job of a generation.” 

The Fort Worth (Texas) Star-Telegram of October 11 had an 
aiticle on “The Cattlemen’s Comeback,” in which several authori- 
ties in the cattle world were quoted. Commenting on these inter- 
views this great daily had the following editorial in its issue of 
October 12: 

“The Star-Telegram’s news survey of the cattle industry in the 
Southwest, published Sunday, bears out the argument of abstract 
economic facts. The cattle business, say leaders who are best ac- 
quainted with conditions, is about to emerge finally from the post- 
war depression which practically destroyed it in so far as the range 
country was concerned. 

“The economic principle involved is that of the economic pen- 
dulum. The decreasing of the beef supply (Continued on page 10

THE GREAT BREED FOR THE 
LARGE SHORT GRASS RANGES. 

Occasionally there is a man in this world of ours who will vol- 
untarily unfold his soul and pour out a message laden with prec- 
ious gems. Such is the case with our good friend and Aberdeen- 
Angus enthusiast Kenneth McGregor, Manager for the Harrison 
Stock Farms, Woodland, California, who indulged in a few casual 
remarks in the course of a communication to this office that are 
really and truly gems worth reckoning. Kenneth says in part: 

“As I sit here tonight I was just thinking how I would like to 
run into someone who claimed the Aberdeen-Angus would not do 
well on a dry,-bare range. I am just primed right to answer him. 
I have just returned from our ranch one hundred miles north from 
here. Our Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been running on a range all 
summer that for six weeks has been dried up and the feed such that 
the human eye can’t see it.

Somebody once told me that Aberdeen-Angus 
would not do well on California summer range. I thought they 
must be wrong but now I know they are. We have Shorthorn and 
Hereford cows in the same field that are not within twenty-five per 
cent as fat as the Aberdeen-Angus cows. 

“Mr. Sanders says the Aberdeen-Angus are the great carcass 
breed. Ed. Hall says they are the great feedlot breed. Mr. Mc- 
Gavock says they are the model in beef type the other beef breeds 
have followed. Now experience says to me that thev are the great 
breed for the large short grass ranges. Couple with this their horn- 
lessness, dominant and uniform black color and extremely early ma- 
turity—is it any wonder that I am more enthusiastic than ever over 
our Aberdeen-Angus cattle?” 

Mr. McGregor has cited these outstanding cattlemen and given 
their viewpoint along with his own and the Journal would like to

“TRUTH IN MEATS” 
IMPORTANT ISSUE. 

The Kentucky Shorthorn Breeders’ Association at its recent 
meeting recognized the importance of the “Truth in Meats” propa- 
ganda now being agitated throughout the country and took steps to 
assure its interest and support to the movement in the following 
manner: 

“Be it resolved that the Kentucky Shorthorn Breeders’ Associ- 
ation realizes that the scarcity of reallv high-class beef has kept 
a great portion of the meat-eating public from appreciating and 
buving beef, and has caused the substitution of other meats to the 
ultimate detriment of all pure bred breeders of beef cattle. Having 
this in mind, we urge that all feeders and breeders interested in the 
production of high quality beef cooperate with their respective rec- 
ord associations and all of the packers who will assist in a cam- 
paign of education that will demonstrate to the public the superior- 
ity of beef from a beef-bred animal, properly fattened, over the ‘cat 
meat’ from the scrub animals; and that: 

“The Shorthorn, Hereford and Aberdeen-Angus associations of 
America cooperate with all of the cattle feeders’ organizations and 
with the Institute of American Meat Packers in the campaign to 
demonstrate the superiority of high class beef over the usual pro- 
duct sold in the average butcher shop. It is up to the people inter- 
ested in good cattle to make this fight, and to convince the packers 
and independent butchers that it is not good business to lessen con- 
sumption of their products by substituting an inferior grade 0 
meat; and that: 

“The public should have it dinned into their consciousness that 
no beef is reallv good that does not possess the right proportion of 
fat. and that the so-called less desirable cuts from a well-bred and 
well-fed beef animal are more palatable than the best cuts from an 
inferior animal.” ; 

Every beef breed association in the land should join hands in 
puttine across legislation that would compel the truthful and prop- 
er labeling of meatstuffs that go across the butcher’s counter. The 
sooner an act of this kind goes into force the sooner will the beef 
growing industry reap its just reward and the sooner will beef re- 
establish itself in the regular menu of the average home. The furn-

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The American Royal Show Goes Over Bia 


The 27th annual American Royal show 
opened in form on the first degree Monday 
morning, November 16th, at nine o’clock, 
when the gates to the big arena in the splen- 
did new pavilion swung open to admit the 
boys and girls calf club exhibits. To the 
Journal the’ Aberdeen-Angus show was 
somewhat of a disappointment because of 
lack of numbers, nevertheless it was a splen- 
did good show when it came to quality. 

Judge E. B. Laflin, of Crab Orchard, Ne- 
braska, officiated in as much as Mr. Dry- 
den of Canada was unable to be present as 
had been first planned. Mr. Laflin deliber- 
ated and gave the classes his very best judg- 
ment. 

There were about one-half as many Aber- 
deen-Angus in each division as there were 
Herefords and Shorthorns in their respect- 
ive sections. The Ljungdahl brothers of 
Manhattan, Kansas, proved the sensation of 
the whole show when they placed one, two, 
three in the senior class. - Here is just a 
sample of what real boys with a real dad 
and some real Aberdeen-Angus calves can 
do. The dispute for honors seems to be be- 
tween the two calves Crestview Roland and 
Crestview Radio owned by Lester and War- 
yen respectively. Warren’s calf found a 
warm spot in the heart of Judge Laflin and 
so was placed first and afterward made 
grand champion of the club calves. This 
same calf was placed first at Manhattan 
and Wichita while Lester’s calf was placed 
first at Hutchinson. Lester and his calf ap- 
pear on the front cover today. The Journal 
man is no judge of cattle but there was 
something about this boy Lester and the calf 
that he patted on the nose that sort of ap- 
pealed and we are going to take sides with 
Lester as against the judge and the: older 
brother, when it comes to saying which calf 
is the better. 

Crestview Roland was a smooth little ras- 
cal straight and meaty all over, nice straight 
lines and perhaps a_ little better handler, 
possibly not quite so fat as his conqueror 
Crestview Radio, while Warren’s calf Prince

The Cattle Situation: Staging a Come-Back. 
(Continued from page 5) 

brought about by falling prices some time 
ago reached the noint where increasing rela- 
tive demand stopped the downward move- 
ment of prices and started a swing upward. 
The pendulum is swinging the other way, 
and must continue to move so until profits 
offered cattle raisers increase the supply of 
beef animals above the demand. Reports of 
packers, commented on some days ago in 
these columns, reveal that this season this 
industry will clean out its stocks and there- 
fore will be down to practically a daily sup- 
ply basis next year. This means that pack- 
ing houses must buy’ sufficient cattle next 
year to meet the entire year’s demand .and 
more if they are to build up a surplus again. 
Such a ‘bull’ condition in the cattle market 
has not existed for many years. 

“The physical facts in the cattle raisers’ 
situation, as pointed out by competent ob- 
servers in the Star-Telegram survey, are 
these: 

“Good range conditions and a good feed 
crop in the cattle country; an advance in 
prices already recorded which for the first 
time in five years provides a net profit to 
cattle raisers; losses of the deflation period 
have been liquidated and the industry re- 
turned to a sound credit basis; range herds 
have been reduced to a limit far below the 
requirements of consumption. 

“The ‘come-back’ of the cowman, always 
inevitable, has reached the stage of immi- 
nence. The country and the world -must 
have beef, and the range lands of the South- 
west must now, as they did in decades past, 
furnish a great part of the supply.” 


Results of 300 Mile Endurance 
Race—Eastern 


For the second time Peggy, a grade thor- 
oughbred mare, owned by the 3rd Cavalry of 
Fort Myer, Va., won first place in the 300 
mile eastern endurance ride, which was held 
this year at Brandon, Vt. All winners cov- 
ered the distance in flat time, 9 hours per 
day or 45 hours in all. Ridden 60 miles per 
day for five consecutive days Peggy covered 
the distance in the most satisfactory man- 
ner and at the finish was in the best condi- 
tion of any of the entrants. Corp. Anthony 
Quatisky rode her. 

Pathfinder, thoroughbred, competing for 
the fifth time, landed in the money as he 
has in all other rides in which he has con- 
tested. Owned by the United States Re- 
mount Service Pathfinder was ridden by 
Maj. C. L. Seott to fifth place in 1921 and 
1922, second in 1928, fourth in 1924 and sec- 
ond again this year. His record is paralleled 
by none in the history of endurance rides.

beef trade an immense amount of business. 

Why not identify the meat offered a pub- 
lic that is unable to detect, for the most part, 
the good from the inferior as it lays upon 
the block or hanks in the cooler? Nearly 
everything else under the sun carries a label 
as to its purity, and there is no good reason 
that can be advanced supporting the slip- 
shod method in which meats are now han- 
dled and the public not alone deceived but 
driven from beef consumption to other 
fields. Meat truthfully labeled will tend to 
increase beef consumption more than any 
one other thing that might be accomplished.

This 
course is offered at Ames during the Win- 
ter Quarter which begins January 4th and 
continues until March 19th. 

Prof. W. F. LaGrange in charge of the 
two-year animal husbandry course says: 
“The herdsmen’s course is a two-quarter 
course, consisting of three months each, A 
student can enroll this winter and take the 
first quaiter’s work and finish this course 
any following winter. The purpose of this 
course is to prepare young men, with live 
stock inclinations and experience, to care 
for, feed and manage herds and flocks for 
breeding establishments or for themselves. 
It also gives training in the managing of 
cow test associations.”
